LONDON. June 14 <R|— A fire 
bomb was thrown at Britain's 
embassy in Tripoli last night, h few 
hours after Libya's diplomatic 
head in London was expelled, a 
foreign office spokesman said 
today. He said the bomb slightly 
damaged the door of the mission 
and caused no injuries. British 
Ambassador Michael Edes today 
protested to the Libyan 
authorities about the attack and 
requested more protection, he 
added. 

Yesterday Mr. Musa Kusa, 
head of the Libyan "People's 
Bureau" in London, was ordered 
to leave Britain after being quoted 
by the London Times newspaper 
as saying that a Libyan revolutio- 
nary committee hud decided to kill 
two Libyan exiles in Britain. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Sir lan 
oiimour told parliament he had 
asked Mr. Kusa to leave because 
"his presence in this oountiy is no 
longer in the interests of Anglo- 
Libyan relations.” 

The Libyan "People's Bureau 
in London today took issue with 
the Times for its report of Mr. 
Kusa's remarks. In a telex to 
Reuters, the “People’s Bureau" 
said Mr. Kusa did not say that the 
revolutionary committees have 
decided to eliminate two Libyans 
on British territory, for the simple 
reason that he is not vested with 
the power to do so. as such power 
b vested in the revolutionary 
committees."

AMMAN. June 14 (Agencies! — Jordan today welcomed as a 
“positive step” the statement on the Middle East by leaders of 
the European Community , hut urged the Common Market 
countries to “-move in practical unison” to help in achieving a 
settlement in the region. 

Commenting on the EEC leaders 1 declaration on the Middle 
East after their two-day summit which ended in Venice yes- 
terday, Prime Minister Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf said: “The 
European declaration is a positive step and in the right direc- 
tion. But, in itself, it is not enough to push the issue of justice 
and peace in the region a practical step forward,” the official 
Jordan News Agency iJNAi reported. 

The agency quoted him as welcoming the European Com- 
munity’s “ ‘unanimous declaration that a just peace in the Mid- 
dle East requires complete Israeli withdrawal from the Arab 
territories occupied in (the Middle East war of) 1967.” 

Jordan also acknowledges that the EEC “has recognised the 
right of the Palestinian people to self-determination, rejected 


Israel) measures in occupied Jerusalem and objected to the 
establishment of settlements in the occupied territories,” JNA 
quoted Sharif Abdul Hamid as saying.

WASHINGTON, June 14 (R) - 
President Carter is sticking to his 
refusal to recognise or negotiate 
with the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO), despite the 
European Economic Com- 
munity’s call for a PLO role in 
Middle East negotiations. 

Mr. Carter told a group of Jew- 
ish journalists invitedto the White 
House, "We will not negotiate 
with the PLO and we will not rec- . 
ognise the PLO status until after 
the PLO recognises Israel's right 
to exist and until the PLO also 
recognises that U.N. Resolution 
242 is the basis for farther prog- 
ress for a comprehensive set- 
tlement.” 

Mr. Carter spoke yesterday 
only hours after the nine EEC 
countries approved a statement 
calling for the PLO to be associ- 
ated with peace talks between 
Israel and Arab states. A text of 
the president's remarks was issued 
by toe White House today. 

After reiterating his position on 
the PLO, Mr. Carter told the 
reporters: “So whatever the 
European allies might do about 
this, our position is clear and as 
I've just stated to you.” . 

Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskie said yesterday that on the 
face of it the European action did 
’ not challenge talks between Israel 
and Egypt within the framework 
of agreements negotiated at Camp 
David in September 1978. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Kama! Hassan Ali and Israeli 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg are 
scheduled to meet U.S. negotiator 
Sol Linowitz in Washington on 
July 2 and 3 in an attempt to revive 
stalled talks on Palestinian self- 
rule. 

President Carter, in his remarks 
yesterday, also said: “We are 
monitoring very closely what is 
being done by others, notably the 
European community, to make 
sure that they don’t do anything 
that would interfere with or sub- 
vert the progress of the Camp 
David prcKfcdure.” 

On the thorny issue of Israeli 
settlements on the occupied West 
Bank, Mr. Carter said additional 
settlements' were not necessary. 
“It is an obstacle to peace because 
it creates very serious problems in 
reaching a comprehensive agree- 
ment,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Common Market* 
leaders, undeterred by criticisms 
from both Palestinians and 
Israelis, intend trying to contact all 
sides in the Middle East to push 
forward with a peace initiative. 

The objective of the European 
Community countries’ contacts in 
toe Middle East is to get toe views 
of the various parties on principles 
in the Venice declaration. 

After .these consultations, the 


community leaders wfll determine 
the form which their peace initia- 
tive could take. 

Informed western sources said 
the contacts would be made 
through the presidency of toe 
European Community Council, 
held until the end of this month by 
Italy and taken over during the 
second half of the year by Lux- 
embourg. 

The Common Market leaders 
might send a fact-finding mission 
to Israel and the Arab capitals, the 
sources said.

Room to manoeuvre

That is an absurd double -barreled demand that can- 
not he met. Under the best ol terms, the PLO cannot 
leeounise Ur.iel— which amounts to playing the trumpeard 
in ns hand— without extracting simultaneous recognition ot 
the PLO as the sole legitimate representative of the Pales- 
tinians and obtaining ironclad guarantees that a sovereign 
Palestinian state wiM be set up in the West Bank and Gaza 
Mi ip. which state «. ill have to include \rub Jerusalem. Nor 
can the PLO accept Resolution 242. which disposes of the 
Palestinian problem as one ol refugees, as a basis lor prog- 
ress inwards a comprehensive settlement— a refugees prob- 
lem ean be disposed of simply through resettlement. What 
a bum Palestinian rights'.’ To ask the PLO to accept Resol- 
ution 242 as things now stand is to ask it to undermine the 
ground under its own feet, and under the Palestinian peo- 
ple as a whole. 

Perhaps the most salient lea ture of Friday's decla- 
ration by the European Council was the recognition that 
the PLO will have to be associated with negotiations lead- 
ing to a Middle East peace settlement. This recognition was 
e xlended without any strings. The European declaration 
also >a> s [he Palestinian problem is not merely one of 
refugees and that the Palestinian people must be placed in a 
position to exercise fully its right to self-determination. 

The United States position is not that it opposes self- 
determination for the Palestinian people, but that it does 
not want to do anything that will drive Israel out of the 
peace talks. Ironically, it appears that the United States is 
going about it backwards, by accommodating its position to 
that of Israel instead of using the trump cards it holds. For 
instance. President Cartel '■ is said he would not recognise 
"the PLO status". Which status is that? Is it as the sole 
legitimate representative of the Palestinian people, or as a 
representative of the Palestinians or merely an interested 
party . an organisation which holds the key to the success of 
the peace talks? 

\ threat b> the U.S. to recognise the PLO us an 
interested party should serve to extract concessions from 
Nrael. If this does not work, the U.S. can go ahead and 
make the declaration. II Israel turns its back on peace talks, 
the United States could threaten to “escalate" its rec- 
ognition of the organisation further. If Israel remains recal- 
citrant. the U.s. could start talking to the PLO. It could also 
cut nil a percentage of its aid lo Israel to counterbalance the 
cost of establishing settlements and of administering the 
occupied territories. Washington could also recognise the 
right ol the Palestinian people to self-determination in 
strong terms — quite aside from the PLO question. It could 
allow a European-sponsored resolution to that effect to lie 
adopted hy the Security Council. Several options are open. 

The United Stales, like its European allies, has room 
lo manoeuvre. \ bolder approach is required. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY

dcclar.ilion. This declaration includes several points thai constitute a 
re ire. a in the European stand: 

— The emphasis on adopting Security Council Resolution 242 us a basis 
Fur a sc i lie menu all hough this resolution has become outdated and pre- 
vious European stale ments have culled for its amendment to include an 
explicit provision on the Palestinian people's right ro sclt -determination. 

— The statement timidly speaks of the*" legitimate rights" of the Pales- 
. tin inn people, jnd avoids using the term “national rights." which has been 

used h> some European leaders in the past. 

— The statement calls the Israeli settlements a "serious obstacle" in the 
\ road to peace, but docs not descrihc them explicitly as " illegitimate.” 

despite U.N. resolutions which stamp them as such. This constitutes a 
retreat that should nut be overlooked. 

— In rclerring to Jerusalem, the declaration does not speak lo the central 
issue here, i hat of Arab sovereignty in occupied Arab land. It deals with it 

. as an issue that concerns all parties, emphasising free access to the holy 
places. 

-- The provision on the Palestine Liberation Oreanisa lion's participation 
in peace negotiations was weakened by committing the organisation, 
.dung w ith all other parties, to «i number of conditions. These include the 
acceptance of resolution 242. 

— The European group put the ball in the Arab court when it provided in 
its declaration for a delegation to make contacts with the concerned 
parties to ascertain how and whether these parties are committed to the 
principles contained in this statement, in preparation for the European 
initiative. 

\L DlLSTOllR: The European political declaration issued by the EEC 
countries at their summit in Venice included positive contributions to the 
efUirt to solve the Palestinian issue and the conflict in the region: 

--Its clear call for Palestinian and PLO participation in peace negoti- 
ations. In this particular point the statement surpasses, the Camp David 
accords, which — implicit) — exclude the PLO from any role in the 
negotiations. It opposes Israel s stand rejecting any negotiations with 
PLO. and criticises Washington's stand, which also refuses to speak with 
the PLO unless the latter recognises Israel's right to exist. The European 
declaration calls for PLO participation without prior conditions. 

— The declaration also calls for Palestinians to be allowed to practice in 
full their right to self-determination. This contradicts with the traditional 
American position, which denies such jn absolute right to the Pales- 
tinians. .ind instead cults on them to "participate'' with others in deter- 
mining their future. 

— The' declaration asserts that the Palestinian problem is not only one of 
rclugees. while Security Council Resolution 242 speaks not of the people 
of Palestine but uhout Palestinian refugees and the necessity of solving 
their problem in the framework of a comprehensive settlement. There- 
fore. the declaration constitutes an important departure from Resolution 
242. 

— The declaration expressed Europe's rejection of the Israeli measures in 
occupied Jerusalem, and called on Israel to end its occupation of Arab 
land it took over in 1967. in this vague form the declaration tried to avoid 
becoming a pan of the dispute about the extent of Israeli withdrawal. 

Until the declaration is implemented, it will remain on the whole a step 
forward, and at least count as moral support in the effort to gain universal 
recognition of Palestinian rights, although Europe did not live up to the 
hopes we had placed in it.

Powdered milk prices to be listed pub

AMMAN, June 14 — The recent 
government decision to lift price 
controls on powdered milk today 
prompted wholesaler* to offer the 
public a new consumer service: 
the listing of suggested retail 
prices for their product. 

The Minister ol Supply, Dr. 
Javvad Anani. announced Thurs- 
day that the price of powdered 
milk would be floated. To ensure 
that the puhl ic would have a cheap 
alternative, though, the ministry 
will continue to import its own 
milk and sell it at fixed prices. 

The Supply Ministry milk, 
under an arrangement with the 
rwo Dutch firms manufacturing it, 
carries the name "Halibuna”

when an acute shortage of die pro- 
duct hit the marketplace here after 
tbe European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) announced it 
would decrease subsidies on dairy 
products. With the cost of pro-_ 
ducing milk up, it is expected that 
the increase wili be tagged on to 
the wholesale purchase price of' 
EEC milk on the international 
market. 

Jordanian importers stockpiled 
milk bought at the lower price 
with the intention of flooding the 
market here after the higher price 
went into effect in Europe. It was 
presumed that the Ministry of 
Supply would raise the 
govemmeni -com rolled price in 
response to ihe new situation on ■ 
the international marker. 

The government has. however, 
instead decided to float the price 
of powdered milk. For one thing. 
Dr. Anani told the Jordan Times 
tonight, the ministry can ensure a 
steady supply of. the cheap alter- 
native, Hulihunu.

. * n contrast to the protective 
view the Kashmiri government 
holds toward its crafts is the situ- 
ation in Syria. A recent visit to 
Beit Nassan. the only factory in 
Syria producing hand-loomed 
silk, turned up the news rhat only 
one ioomsman remains at the fac- 
tory. The proprietors of Beil Nas- 
san predict that in one year no 
more hand -loomed doth of veg- 
etable dyed pure silk thread will 
be manufactured in Syria. 

It seems that government- 
sponsored incentives like chose in 
Kashmir, to keep folk products 
alive, could be a very good idea in 
Syria as well. For one thing, 
export of the crafts are boosting 
the Kashmir economy. 

In 1976 the Kashmiri gov- 
ernment started training 4.000 
boys and girls in fourteen national 
crufts — foremost of these arc the 
manufacture of carpets, crewel- 
embroidered shawls and beds- 
preads, papier mache, wood carv- 
ing and leather goods. 

The number of training centres 
has grown from 58 in 1975 to 285 
in 1979. A total of 7,200 teen- 
agers were trained from 1975 to 
1978 and another 7,125 are now 
in training. Centres are not con- 
fined to the capital but are found 
in nine locations throughout the 
country. 


The government realised, how- 
ever. that training is not a suf- 
ficient incentive. Crafl workers 
muM realise adequate profits for 
their efforts, and once graduated 
from centres, ihey are welcome to 
join cooperatives established by 
the Govern men I . The cooperative 
merchandises the work of the arti- 
sans, who eam wages as well as a 
share in the profits. 

While tourists may find slightly 
lower prices for goods produced 
by artisans working in their 
homes, it is the middle man — not 
the artisan — who is making a pro- 
fit in this case. The government is 
making headway in establishing 
one set price nationwide to protect 
the craftsman and encourage him 
to stay at his skill rather than go to 
work in a factory. 

The Jordan Times visited a 
handicraft centre for girls which 
admits orphans at the age of 12, 
but whose average beginning age 
for trainees is 14. Attired in 
scarves and long dresses, the 
trainees resemble village girls of 
Arab countries. They sit on the 
floor, grouped according to levels 
of skid, and practice crewel 
embroidery. During the one-year 
course, trainees receive Rs.6G ($ 
7.50) a month. Graduates earn up 
to Rs.15 ($1.75) a day, plus 
shared profits earned by the 
cooperative. 

Whereas cut and uncut gems are 
a speciality of the Indian city of 


Jaipur, a surprising commodity on 
the exports list of Kashmir is 
papier machc. Exquisite boxes, 
bowls, trays, candelabra and even 
costume jewelry of papier mache 
are produced in an astonishing 
variety of shapes and sizes. 

In factories all over the coumrv. 


old newspapers are recycled into 
paperpuip and pressed into the 
desired mold. Thereafter, layers 
of tissue paper are glued onto ihc 
molds. Delicate hunting scenes 
and geometrical designs are 


painted onto I he surface, which is 
mi me times decorated with pure 
gold leaf and then tarnished lor a 
lucquyr finish. Training in this 
crafl lakes lu»» years, and more 
.»nd more young men .ire aJJing 
innovation- to the traditional -i\- 


London and West Germany, 
where demand exceed- supply. 

Dozens of prole-. -io nuts were 
hard at work when we xisited a 
large carpel factory, which also 


houses a centre for men who do 
meticulous, fine embroidery in 
-ilk. The cooperative buys the 
fabric and thread for workers who 
earn up lo Rs.20 (52.50 ) a day. It 
takes a man one month to 
embroider a silk bedspread which 
sells lor Rs.1,500 (SIS7I. and 
costs the cooperative Rs. 1,200 
IS15U) for the fabric and veg- 
etable dyed thread. 

Boys begin training at age 14 in 
the carpet factory, which offers a 
four-year training period. One is 
considered a master after 10 years 
at the craft. 

Youngsters work in well lit and 
ventilated rooms from 9 a.m. to 
noon. Recreation is offered on the 
grounds from noon to 4 p.tn. Clas- 
sroom instruction is provided 
from 4 to 6 p.m., and the boys are 
obligated to return home by 6:30 
p.m. 

Two trainees usually work with 
one instructor who calls out in 
sing-song fashion: “three knots 
red. two knots yellow, four knots 
blue" and so forth. Their hands 
flash as they tie the knots faster 
than the eye can discern. 

Just as damask fabric is a pre- 
cious commodity that has made 
Damascus famous the world over, 
Kashmiri rugs have been prized in 
the west, as well as the east, for 
centuries. 

The world's earliest record of 
carperrv dates to 1300 B.C. in 
Egypt. Persian carpets were intro- 


duced in India by the Moghul 

Emperor Akhar. and the craft 
began in Kashmir under Sultan 
Zain ul-Abidin (1423 - 1475 1. Ini- 
tially. carpet making was the work 
of men who copied Persian 
designs, hut contemporary 
Kashmiri carpets show lies with 
designs of central Asia. The 
Moghul influence is evidenced in 
hunting and garden scenes. 

Kashmiri carpets also hold the 
distinction of being the only rugs 
in the world with hieroglyph 
designs. This is the result of a tax 
law imposed on shawl makers in 
1848. In order to avoid the tax. 
shawl makers began making car- 
pets and in the process, they trans- 
ferred their embroidered hierog- 
lyph styles from shawls to carpets. 

At the London Exhibition of 
1851. a Kashmiri carpet con- 
taining 7u0 knots per square inch 
won first prize. Other awards were 
received in Chicago in 1893 and in 
London in 1902. 1903 and 1906. 

Persian carpet- once took the 
highest prices on the world mar- 
ket. but Today Ka-hmiri carpets, 
which customarily have 576 knots 
fer square inch, rank first. Pure 
wool rug- sell for Rs.3.U0O (S3 7 5 ) 
per square metre. Other grades of 
carpets arc "silk mutton" (6U per 
cent silk and 40 per cent wool i 
"silk touch" (2 per cent silk. 9S 
per cent wool l and pure silk. 

Designs fall into five categories: 
classical freehand Persian motifs: 


Kashmiri hunting and garden 
scenes: the medallion, featuring a 
plain background with the centre 
and four corners decorate d: west- 
ern geometrical motifs: and spe- 
cial personalised designs of maps., 
portraits and buildings.

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ME states expected to increase wheat reserves 


WASHINGTON. June 13 
(R)-- World grain production this 
year will recover from last year s 
reduced crop and could break the 
record set in 1978. a government 
report said yesterday. 


The Agriculture Department' 
now forecasts world grain output 
in the crop season that starts on 
July 1 between 1,411 and 1.483 


million tonnes, up from l,400mil- 
lion tonnes last year. 

If weather conditions continue 
favourable through the rest of the 
growing season, production could 
even exceed the record harvest of 
1,456 million tonnes set in 1978, . 
the report said. World wheat 
stocks will be replenished as pro- 
duction from the 1980-81 crop 
will be well above last year's crop. 


OECD countries register 
strong, industrial growth 


WASHINGTON, June 14 
(APF- Foreign industrial pro- 
duction during the first quarter of 
1980 registered its strongest 
growth for any three-month 
period in more than two years, the 
U.S. Department of Commerce 
reported yesterday. 

The index of industrial pro- 
duction in seven major coun fries 
rose at an annual rate of 9.4 per 
cent. ■ compared with quarterly 
growth rates in the 4.1 to 1.4 per 
cent range during 1 y78 and 1979. 
the department said. 

“The first quarter surge, reflect- 
ing in part strong business fixed 
investment in several foreign 
countries, followed a more mod- 
erate but still substantial fourth 
quarter rise of 4.8 per cent at an 
annua! rate." it said. 

"This acceleration in the pace of 
output expansion overseas stands 
in sharp contrast to the situation in 
the United States. U.S. industrial 
production has remained essen- 
tially stagnant since the beginning 
of 19 79, and declined slightly in 
each of the last two quarters.” 

The Commerce Department 
said private investment in plant 
and equipment, which expanded 
in response to improved corporate 
profits, higher capacity utilisation 
levels and sustained demands, was 
an important element in the indus- 
trial growth recorded last year in 
some foreign economies. 

“Business investment appar- 
ently continued to play a stimulat- 
ing role in the first quarter, 
although foreign industrial per- 
formances varied substantially 
from country to country,” it said. 
“The favourable impact on U.S. 
exports of strong foreign invest- 
ment spending, which typically 
..includes a substantial import 
component, was a factor in the 
notable rise in U.S. sales to the 
European countries during the 
first quarter.” 


The Commerce Department’s 
foreign production index covers 
80 per cent of the industrial pro- 
duction of the countries of the 
Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
lOECD) outside the United 
States. It is an early indicator of 
economic activity of major trading 
partners of the United States, pro- 
riding exporters with a general 
measure of foreign demand. 

The Commerce Department 
said first quarter industrial pro- 
duction was exceptionally vig- 
orous in Japan, even by com- 
parison with the steady advances 
recorded in earlier quarters. 
Japanese output rose at an annual 
rate of 18.5 per cent, reflecting 
continued strength in investment 
spending and renewed export 
growth. 

Italian industrial production 
increased by 15.9 per cent, 
boosted by sustained growth in 
demand for machine tools and 
mechanical products and by 
record steel output levels. 

After many months of uneven 
industrial activity, output in the 
Netherlundsexpandedby 12.4 per 
cent during during the first quar- 
ter. 

Full domestic order books, 
especially in the engineering field, 
and improved exports helped to 
support a first quarter rise in West 
German industrial output of 7.5 
per cent at an annual rate. 

A 6.2 per cent increase in French 
industrial production reflected 
higher output of capital goods, 
stimulated by corporate invest- 
ment purchases and foreign 
demand. 

In Britain, the first national 
steel strike in decades exacerbated 
the recent downward trend in 
industrial output, leading to a first 
quarter slide in industrial pro- 


it said. 

Prospects for wheat crops in the 
Soviet Union, India and Canada 
have deteriorated slightly in 
recent weeks, but larger crops are 
expected for Western as well as 
Eastern European nations, the 
report said. 

It said much uncertainty exists 
on whether China, the Soviet 
Union and India will need to 
import large amounts of wheat. 

China may need to boost grain 
imports because of prospects for a 
reduced domestic harvest and 
more emphasis on wheat con- 
sumption, the report said. U pre- 
dicted that India may have to 
import wheat if a poor monsoon 
season results in a lower rice crop 
this autumn and if the government 
seeks to keep grain stocks at 
desired levels. 

“These stocks tin India) would 


be needed to dampen possible 
domestic food grain price 
increases and ensure adequate 
supplies in case of future pro- 
duction shortfalls," the report 
said. 

Middle East countries will 
import more wheat this year in an 
effort ro establish plentiful grain 
reserves, it predicted. 

World coarse grain trade in the 
19SG-81 crop season will remain 
near last year's record of slightly 
more than 100 million tonnes, the 
report said. It cited Mexico, 
Japan. China and Western Euro- 
pean countries as markets that will 
continue to import large amounts 
of corn or will boost their pur- 
chases. 

World demand for imported 
rice remains strong, especially in 
Indonesia and several Middle 
Eastern and African nations.

TOKYO, June 14 IAP) - Polit- 
ical instability, pressures on pro- 
duction costs and higher interest 
on loans have forced South Korea 
to sink deeper into recession, 
according to the Bank of Japan 
today.

South followed up with a dia- 
mond cue-bid. North signed 
off because he had nothing 
more to show, but when 
South continued by showing 
his spade king, North rightly 
decided that his Q-J of 
spades and excellent trumps 
justified a jump to slam. 

West led the king of clubs, 
taken by the ace. The unwary 

declarer would draw trumps, 
discard his club loser on dum- 
my's long spade and then re- 
ly on the diamond finesse.

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Italy calls its match with England today ‘title decider 


TTJRIN, Italy, June ]4 (R) — It is 
improbable that Sunday's Euro- 
pean soccer championship match 
between Italy and England in 
Turin's Stadio Com unale will pro- 
duce a memorable sporting spec- 
tacle. But the mere prospect of the 
clash tantalises those sensation 
seekers who find raw excitement 
intoxicating. 

The chances of a showpiece on 
the field are slim, as both nations 
know defeat would probably 
mean the end of their title hopes. 
Though that fear should make for 
on intriguing tactical duel, it is 
unlikely to serve up a feast of 
goals. 

Tense as it will be on the pitch, 
however, the atmosphere will be 
even more inflammable on the 
terraces. England's soccer fol- 
lowers. who have lost the right to 
the title of supporters here, will be 
vastly outnumbered by Italian 
fans. 

The English spectators will 
almost certainly be the target at 
Thursday's match against Bel- 
gium. If they respond with vio- 
lence, it could lead to the aban- 
donment of the game and dire 
consequences for English football. 

The Stadio Comunale is owned 
by the city council and mayor 
Diego Novelli said yesterday that 
he would shut down the stadium if 
there was any repetition of the 
drunken battle started by English 
thugs at Thursday’s game. 

Both teams will be looking for 
improved performances on their 
opening games, when Italy were 
held to a goalless draw by unfan- 


cied Spain and England drew 1-1 

with Belgium. 

Italian Manager Enzo Bearzot 
said yesterday: “1 have always 
insisted that the championship will 
be fought out between Italy and 
England. This mutch should be the 
title decider.” 

As they showed in the 1978 
World Cup in Argentina, Italy 
have few peers when it comes 10 
ball-skills, but all that tuk-nt is fre- 
quently nullified by their inability 
to score goals. 

Much will depend on the crea- 
tive genius of Fiorcntina's Gian- 
carlo Antognoni and the scoring 
touch of Torino's Francesco 
Grnziani and Roberto Beticgu of 
local club Juventus. 

England Manager Ron Green- 
wood has made three changes 
from the side which played Bel- 
gium. He brings in goalkeeper 
Peter Shilion lor Liverpool's Ray 
Clemcnce, who collected his 50th 
cap on Thursday. 

Nottingham Forest's Garry Bir- 
tlcs is preferred to David Johnson 
in the attack and Liverpool mid- 
fielder Ray Kennedy will replace 
Trevor Brooking, who would not 
relish the sturdy Italian tackling. 

Belgium and Spain will also 
clash here tomorrow and in Group 
Two of the championship with 
each seeking to repeat the for- 
mula c which gave them opening 
draws against group favourites 
England and Italy. 

Both sides have the added 
incentive that a win would put 
them — at least lor a few hours — 
at the top of their group. 


With all four learns level on one 
point, either country could 
hccome the surprise leader of 
Group Two tomorrow night if 
Italy and England draw in Turin. 

Before the Finals, few people 
gave cither Spain or Belgium a 
hope of challenging the traditional 
might of the Italians and English. 
But both have already shown they 
can compete with the best. On 
Thursday the Spaniards came 
close to winning. 

Pro -championship form and fit- 
ness doubts in the Spanish camp 
make the Belgians slight favour- 
ites for tomorrow's game. Belgian 
manager Guy Thys has named an 
unchanged 16-man squad but will 
not announce his team until 
shortly before the kick-off. 

The only doubt concerns mid- 
fielder Julien Cools, who could be 
replaced by Lokeren's Raymond 
Mommens. a late addition to the 
squad. 

Thys said: '‘Our midfield link 
was not perfect against England so 
I might make a change.” 

Meanwhile, a handful of Engl- 
ish Ians who flew to Italy 10 see 
their national soccer team in the 
two week European champ- 
ionship flew home yesterday after 
one match. They said they had had 
enough after being tear-gassed by 
Italian riot police in Turin Thurs- 
day. 

Across Europe. English soccer 
followers were lushed by sports 
officials, politicians and news- 
papers yesterday for starting the 
trouble in Turin by attacking other 
spectators on the terraces. 


Meanwhile, England followers 
were advised by tourist firms not 
to wear their national colours at 
Sunday's match with Italy for fear 
of an Italian backlash in revenge 
for the Turin shambles. 

On the other hand the criminal 
trial began today of 35 soccer per- 
sonalities. including world star 
Paolo Rossi, and three book- 
makers accused of conspiracy to 
defraud in a betting scandal which 
has rocked Italy. 

The trial, expected to last at 
least a month, opened in a gym- 
nasium near the Olympic stadium 
where the Rome matches of the 
European championship are being 
played. 

The accused include Milan A.C. 
president. Felice Colombo, 
Bologna manager Marino Perani 
and 33 soccer players from 10 first 
and second division teams. They 
face prison sentences of up to 
three years if found guilty. 

The Italian football federation's 
own disciplinary commission has 
.already punished Mr. Colombo 
and 1 7 players for their part in the 
bribery scandal with bans from six 
months to life. Mr. Colombo and 
two first division players were 
banned for life and the Milan club 
was relegated 10 the second divi- 
sion for the First time. 

Rossi, star striker for Perugia, 
was banned for three years, keep- 
ing him out of Italy's national 
team in the European finals. 

The scandal broke in March 
when the bookmakers claimed 
that players they paid to fix 
matches had broken their prom- 
ises.

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Two days befo re Soweto riots anniversary 

South Africa announces 
ban on political meetings 


JOHANNESBURG, Jane 14 (R) - South Africa, undergoing 
its most sustained period of unrest in four years, today banned 
ail political meetings in an effort to damp down the potentially 
explosive anniversary on Monday of the 1976 Soweto riots. 


- A special government decree 
banned all political meetings acd 
commemoration services of more 
•than ten people from today until 
the end of the month. 

Thousands of blacks through- 
out the country were preparing to 
mark the anniversary with memor- 
ial services and gatherings over 
the next two days and a mass 
s:ay-a\va> from work on Monday. 

Thousands of non-white 
businesses were also expected to 
close in sympathy on the anniver- 
sary marking the deaths of nearly 
600 people in the township's 
uprisings against aspects of the 
apartheid system. It is a national 
dav nf mourning for this white- 


ruled country's 1 8 million blacks. 

The government action folio wrs 
two months of unrest among 
thousands of mainly coloured 
(mixed race) students protesting 
against inequalities in the 
racially-divided education system 
and also follows a daring guerrilla 
attack on a vital oil -from -coal 
plant. 

Speaking in parliament only 
-hours before the ban order was 
issued just before midnight. Prime 
Minister Pieter Botha delivered 
what he called "a final warning" to 
people who underestimated the 
government's determination to 
maintain law and order.

UNITED NATIONS, June 14 1 R) - The U.N. Security Council has 
unanimously called on the South African government to dismantle 
5is apartheid system and grant all citizens equal rights. 

in one of its sternest rebukes of the white-ruled republic over 
apartheid, the council last night condemned what H called “the 
racist regime of South Africa "for aggravating unrest in the coun- 
try, repressing opponents of racial separation and billing demon- 
strators and detainees. 

South African Foreign Minister Pik Botha denounced the coun- 
cil for what he called un war rented interference in the country's 
internal affairs. 

The council resolution was drafted by African members and 
revised in response to the wishes of the Western nations, including 
the United States. 

it condemned South Africa for “massive repression against all 
opponents of apartheid, for killings of peaceful demonstrators and 
political detainees, and for its defiance of General Assembly and 
Security Council resolutions." 

The council reaffirmed that apartheid was a crime and declared 
its recognition of the “legitimacy of the struggle of the South 
African people for the elimination of apartheid and for the establ- 
ishment of a democratic society in which all the people of South 
Africa as a whole, irrespective of race, creed or colour, will enjoy 
equal and full participation and other rights and participate freely 
in ihe determination of their destiny." 

The authors dropped a demand that the council endorse the 
application of an oil embargo on South Africa, which the West was _ 
unwilling to accept, but they retained a call for stronger measures 
io enforce an existing arms ban. 

The council also called for the release of Mr. Nelson Mandela,, 
leader of the banned African National Congress, who has been 
serving a life term in Robbeo Island prison near Cape Town since 
2964. 

Diplomats said that although the resolution was not mandatory 
under the U.N. charter, it was one of the sternest denunciations of 
i he apartheid system the council had adopted. 

Speaking before the vote, the chief American delegate, Mr. 
Donald McHenry, said South Africa faced critical choices that 
were important for the destiny of Africa as well as its own future. 


Kennedy pursues low-key campaign 
3 p 2 iig for turnabout among delegates 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (R) ~ 
Senator Edward Kennedy, lagging 
far behind in his bid to gain the 
Democratic Party nomination for 
president, is still running a low- 
key campaign against President 
Carter's forces, hoping that dele- 
gates at the party convention in- 
August will be allowed to vote as 
they wish. 

The senator, who saw his drive 
take on a sudden burst of strength 
in the la>t days of the state primary 
elections when it was too late to 
help him much, will probably go to 
the New York convention with 
1.300 delegates committed to him 
against more than 2,000 for Pres- 
ident Carter -- with 1,666 dele- 
gate v otes needed for nomination. 

He hopes the party organ- 
isation, dominated by Carter loy- 
alists, will have a change of heart 
between now and August and 
allow delegates to vote as they 
wish, something Carter tides 
think will never happen. 

Senator Kennedy entered the 
presidential fray last November,* 
lured on by public opinion polls 
which showed him a two to one 
favourite over the president. 

But the moment Mr. Kennedy 
formally entered the race his own 


personal problems began to sur- 
face, including his involvement in 
the drowning of a young woman in 
a car he was driving at Chap- 
paquiddick, Massachusetts in 
1969. 

Only in the latter part of he 
five -month-long primary election 
season, when mounting unem- 
ployment was beginning to swing 
public thinking towards Mr. Ken- 
nedy's liberal views, did his cam- 
paign begin to make headway. 

When the primaries ended on 
June 3 with Senator Kennedy 
winning the major industrial states 
of California and New Jersey, 
President Carter met him in the 
'White House to try to persuade 
him to withdraw and thus unify 
the party, but to no avail. 

Kennedy forces will now have 
to find some way to vote down a 
rule which commits delegates to 
voting on the first ballot for the 
candidate they opted to support in 
the primaries. 

They plan to force the issue out. 
of the party's rules committee 
onto the convention floor where, 
they hope, the majority of dele- 
gates will forget their candidate 
affiliations and back a Kennedy 
counter- proposal freeing them to 


vote according to their conscience. 

Kennedy organisers admit there 
is no open revolt against Carter in 
the party ranks at the moment but 
they say mounting unemployment 
throughout the summer could 
change the situation radically. 

To try to win delegates to their 
idea of an open convention, the 
senator and his aides have begun 
telephoning party delegates 
around the country.

No self- 
respecting stare can afford to tol- 
erate efforts to create anarchy," 
Mr. Botha said. 

The 1976 riots were initially 
sparked by protests at black 
schools and grew into pitched bat- 
tles between police and inhabit- 
ants of townships. 

The present schools protest has 
been mainJy confined to the col- 
oured community and has been 
relatively peaceful, with about six 
deaths reported so far. But the 
simmering protest and the 
increased guerrilla activity added 
tension to Monday's anniversary 
and threatened to make it the 
most turbulent yet. 

The sweeping government 
ordinance issued by Justice Minis- 
ter Alwyn Schlebusch prohibited 
"any gathering of a political 
nature at which any form of state, 
or any principle or policy of a gov- 
ernment of a state, or of a political 
party or political group, is prop-, 
agated, defended, attacked, criti- 
cised or discussed, or which is held 
in protest against, or in support of, 
or in commemoration of, any-- 
thing..." 

The order applies to ail the 
country's major urban areas, 
including Johannesburg, Durban. 
Port Elizabeth and Cape Town. 
The Cape area has been the main 
focus of the coloured students' 
boycott. 

Large numbers of police in riot 
uniforms moved into the Soweto 
area near here during the night, 
set up roadblocks and searched all 
cars entering and leaving the 
sprawling townships. 


MILAN, Italy. June 24 <R) - Three gunmen who 
had barricaded themselves into a Milan bank sur- 
rendered to police today after freeing all their 
hostages, police said. The last gunman to be cap- 
tured shot himself in the stomach and was taken to 
hospital. He was identified as Alberto Manfrini, 
35. 

Earlier his two accomplices, their arms raised 
over the heads, left the bank within 45 minutes of 
each other, Thev were immediately arrested and 
taken to police" headquarters. Police identified 
them as brothers Armando. 38. and Claudio Ber- 
telli, 34. 

The bandits, who demanded two briefcases 
filled with cash and a getaway helicopter, freed ten 
of the hostages two hours before releasing the 
rest. The gunmen had snatched more than 35 
hostages when they took over the bank yesterday. 

The remaining hostages, all employees of the 
Milan headquarters of the Banco di Roma, finally 
emerged from a side door of the building 1 
unharmed. But many were unable to speak and 
burst into tears after their 17-hour ordeal. 


Throughout the siege at the six-storey building 
in central Milan, prosecutors and senior police 
officials kept in constant telephone contact with 
the gunmen. 

Signs of a breakthrough developed early this 
morning when some of the hostages appeared at a 
bank window and waved to relatives waiting in a 
hotel across the street. 

The gunmen had threatened to kin their cap- 
tives if their demands were not met. The trio, 
wearing hoods, had herded employees into a 
first-floor office after an apparent attempt to rob" 
the bank’s chief cashier had failed. 

The gu nm en were supplied with cigarettes, 
water and whisky as police tried to persuade them 
to surrender. 

The raid began yesterday afternoon, three 
hours after the bank had closed for business, when ] 
the men presented two leather briefcases to ; 
cashier with the order: "Fill them up.” 

Told that all the ca sh was locked up until the 
next day by an automatic device, the three men 
.went upstairs to the bank offices, where they took 
employees hostage. 
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Kampuchean guerrillas killed at least 
150 in train attack, journalist reports 


BANGKOK, June 14 <RJ - 
Kampuchean guerrillas attacked a 
packed train bringing civilians to 
Phnom Penh last Tuesday and 
■killed at least 1 50 people, accord- 
ing to a television journalist who 
has just returned from Kam- 
puchea. 

Mr. Neil Davis of the American 
National Broadcasting Company 


(NBC) said today that according 
to survivors the guerrillas used 
rockets and machineguns to attack 
a train carrying at least 8,000 peo- 
ple, about 70 kilometres north- 
west of Phnom Penh, the capital. 

Mr. Davis said he had inter- 
viewed survivors and doctors. 
About 14 5 casualties were

Latest Mount St. Helens eruption 
followed violent geological shudder 


KELSO. Washington State. June 
14 (R) — The latest eruption of 
Mount St. Helens volcano was 
heralded by a violent geological 
shudder which knocked seis- 
mograph needles off their graphs, 
seismologists said today. 

The eruption, late on Thursday 
night, sent giant clouds of ash and 
steam to a height of nearly 16 
kilometres and scattered ash over 
11,520 square kilometres of the 
United States' north-west coastal 
area. 

The volcano originally erupted 
on May 18 when 32 people were 
killed, many injured and 46 
reported missing. 

Seismologists keeping a watch 
on the volcano reported that 
Thursday’s tremor, earlier 
described as an earthquake, had 
such an explosive force it pushed 
seismograph needles beyond their 
highest possible readings. 

"We are not sure yet what this 
means, but similar shudders at 
volcanoes, in the past have sig- 
nalled catastrophes within the vol- 
cano," a member of the U.S. 
Geological Survey group said in 
Kelso. 

The volcano. SO kilometres east 
of Kelso, was "resting" today, 
belching out only minor bursts of 
steam and ash. 

Geologists hope to make a 
closer study of the mountain 
within the next two days to try to 
discover what happened deep 
inside the volcano on Thursday. 


Scientists had warned there 
could be trouble from the volcano 
close to Friday the 13th because 
the moon would be nearest to the 
earth since the initial eruption on 
May IS. 

The latest eruption from inside 
the 2,950-metre mountain bom- 
barded small towns nearby with 
small pieces of volcanic rock. An 
area within a 32 kilometre radius 
of the mountain was evacuated. 

The speed limit in Portland, 
Oregon, a city of a million people 
72 kilometres south-west of the 
volcano, has been reduced to 24 
kilometres per hour because ash 
covering the roads has been 
turned by rain into a slippery grey' 
mud. 


Penh and other victims were taken 
lo Kompong Chnang, a provincial 
capita] closer to the scene. 

He said many survivors 
believed their attackers were 
anti-government guerrillas loyal 
to the ousted Khmer Rouge 
administration.

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After being sentenced to 25 years 

Italian financier may face 
additional charges in U.S. 


NEW YORK, June 14 (R) - 
Italian financier Michele Sindona, 
starting a 25-year jail sentence for 
financial manipulations that led to 
the biggest bank collapse in U.S. 
history, may face additional 
charges, a prosecutor said. 

Federal prosecutor John Ken- 
ney said after Mr. Sin dona's sen- 
tencing yesterday that the gov- 
ern mem was trying lo determine if 
the 60-year -old financier's dis- 
appearance last summer and a sui- 
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cide attempt last mooth were ways 
of trying to avoid imprisonment. 

Mr. Sindona said he had been 
kidnapped and later released by 
Italian radicals last August, but 
Mr. Kenney said that if his claim 
proved false he could be indicted. . 

Meanwhile the Italian 
authorities were awaiting a deci- 
sion by President Carter on their 
request that Mr. Sindona be . 
extradited to face trial on fraud 
charges relating to the collapse of 
two banks he controlled in Milan. 

Mr. Sindona was sentenced yes- 1 
ter day to serve 25 years in prison 
for causing the Franklin National 
Bank to fail in 1974 because of 
fraudulent foreign exchange deal- . 
-mgs involving millions of dollars. 

Coun officials said Judge 
Thomas Griesa's sentence was 
probably the toughest ever 
handed down for such a crime. 

U.S. attorney John Martin, 
whose office prosecuted Mr. Sin- 
dona, said, "Obviously what 
Judge Griesa did was to warn the, 
rich and the powerful that they’ 
will be treated the same way as any" 
other individuals who engage in 
criminal activity." 

The judge also imposed a 

5207.000 fine and ordered that 
Mr. Sindona pay court costs, a fig- 
ure that could run to more than 

5100.000 but has not yet been 
determined. 

He also said he would consider a 
prosecution motion that Mr. Sin- 
dona forfeit his bail of S3 million 
which was secured by about 

5700.000 of the financier's funds. * 

Mr. Sindona was ordered to jail’ 

after being found guilty in March 
of 65 counts of fraud and con- 
spiracy in the Franklin case. His 
lawyers said he would appeal 
against the sentence.
